State police said that when the 


four burglarized the service sta- 
tion of three cases of motor oil 
valued at $29.66, a Delco battery- 
valued at S22 and three end- 
wrendi.es valued at S6.05, one of 
them dropped a pay receipt. 


Solved Other Burglaries 


Police found the receipt which 


had on it only the amount, the 
date and the name of the com- 
pany. They checked with the com- 
pany and found only one man 
had earned exactly that amount 
of money during the pay period 
listed. 


Officer Erich A. Bornamann, 


of the local state police, asked 
Trooper 
Eugene Miller of the 


Maryland State Police stationed 
at Manchester, Md., to carry out 
an investigation, listing the one 
name that police here had. 


Miller began a search 
that 


ended with four men named, dis- 
covery of about $500 worth of 
"loot" including tires, tubes, tire 
chains, motor oil, batteries, hub 
caps and other articles, plus ad- 
missions from the four to the 
Wherley service station burglary, 
burglary of two service stations 
in the Glen Rock area and an- 
other in the Thomasville area 
and hub cap thefts in Hanover.

IKE WOULD 


GIVE ALLIES 


A-WEAPONS 


By JOHN M. HIGHTOWER 


WASHINGTON (AP> — Presi- 


dent Eisenhower 
probably will 


send Congress a special message 
later this session asking authority 
to supply some U.S. allies with 
atomic weapons. 


A final administration decision 


on taking this step has yet to be 
made. It may be influenced by 
congressional reaction to the idea 
of sharing the weapons as we lias 
by the impact on world opinion. 


Present law permits limited 


sharing of some types of nuclear 
information, but requires that this 
country keep full control of nu- 
clear weapons it produces. 


Controversial Issue 


Distribution of atomic weapons 


to nations which do not have them 
has long been a controversial is- 
sue. The present atomic powers 
are the United States, Britain and 
the Soviet Union. France has been 
reported at the point of exploding 
its first atomic test device. 


The President told a news con- 


ference Wednesday that he had 
always believed "that we should 
not deny to our allies what the 
enemies, what your potential en- 
emy already has." 


"We do want allies to be treat- 


ed as partners and allies, and not 
as junior members of a firm who 
are to be seen but not heard. 


May Ask Law Change 


"So I would think that it would 


be better, for the interests of the 
United States, to make our law 
more legal." 


Later 
his press 
secretary, 


James C. Hagerty, indicated the 
administration was actively ex- 
ploring the desirability of seeking 
amendment to the present law. 


In addition, administration offi- 


cials said private 6that it is en- 
tirely probable the President will 
ask Congress to change the law 
so that in some cases at least the 
United States can provide its al- 
lies with the most modern atomic 
weapons suitable to their military 
requirements. 


Developed Tuesday 


France particularly has rejected 


exclusive U.S. control of atomic 
weapons at French bases. A 
change in the law, officials said, 
could strengthen both diplomatic 
and military ties with the allies. 


Administration thoughts of seek- 


ing a change in the law developed 
after it was unable Tuesday to 
obtain support from the Senate- 
House Committee on Atomic En- 
ergy for a new interpretation of 
the" present law. The new inter- 
pretation would ' have permitted 
some limited sharing of control 
over weapons. 


Sen. Clinton P. Anderson (D- 


NM), chairman of the subcommit- 
tee, took no direct stand on Eisen- 
hower's suggestion, but said in a 
statement the law would have to 
be changed to carry it out.

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Constitutional Amendment 
Proposal Passes Senate

WASHINGTON (AP) — A three- 


in - one constitutional amendment 
proposal, including a ban on poll 
taxes, has cleared the Senate. 


Action now shifts to the House, 


which five times in the last 23 
years has passed legislation to 
eliminate poll taxes by act of Con- 
jcress only to have the bills blocked 
in the Senate by Southern oppo- 
nents. 


The measure approved by the 


Senate late Tuesday by a 70-18 
vote not only contains the ami- 
yoll tax provision but has two oth- 
er parts that would:

1. Empower state governors to

2. Permit the residents of the

conferred on them.
